Thin lot tor is in response to the Cew»aader-ia-<Jhtei 
Atlantic fleet's telegram mv 11S130Z to the Director, 
Central Intelligence, in which he requested Central 
Intelligence Agency’s answers to the Essential Elements oi 
Information of Annex 8 oi the Coentry Plan for CuOa. 

The following information ie furnished based on the 
assumption that US intervention ie defined as the evacuation 
of US eitiaeos for their protection with the likelihood of 
extending the operation to the protection of US property. 

It is further assumed that the sending of naval unite would 
be required and, if necessary, sarines would be used to 
protect the operation. There are approximately 11,000 US 
ci tineas i« Cuba. The dis cu ssion is written to correspond 
to the paragraphs in the request to this Agency. 

A. strength, disposition, and attitude of counter- 
revo lut iona ry j o rcSgT "^ "are 

ncattere'd", poorly organised, and uncoordinated. They are 
so divergent as to sake it unlikely that they will soon, 
if ever, unite. There are believed to be several small 
guerrilla groups operating in the hills of has tillae 
Province, haul possibly others in Qriente, and the other 
provinces, counter-revolutionary -terrorists frequently 
operate in Havana, using hit and run tactics. 

There are potential counter-revolutionary elements of 
unknown extent in middle class groups, in organised labor, 
in the armed forces, and In the old-line political parties.

probably s«ep the reactions to US intervention among most 
anti-Castro forces passive.

tion and expropriation to the point of confiscation. US 
intervention would probably accelerate the process already 
under way. This would affect such US privately owned 
interests as *<agar mills in Orion t* and camaguey Provinces, 
the Texaco refinery near Santiago, the boa Bay mining and 
refinery operations as well as such US government-owned 
installations as the Guantanamo Xaval Base end the nickel 
re lining operation at Xicaro* The demagogic inflammation of 
public opinion against the Ufc during an intervention would 
probably lead to sporadic mob attacks on US privately and 
publicly owned installations as well as on US nationals. 

Under certain circumstances, Castro would probably provoke 
incidents creating Cuban ‘’martyrs'’ in order to Justify his 
case before world opinion and might well force the breaking 
of diplomatic relations with the US. 

Action against US interests would probably begin 
immediately with the US intervention. It would probably 
fiOt include a frontal assault by military forces against 
any US landing force, but probably would include guerrilla 
action and violence by inflamed nobs. 

Communists, who are becoming increasingly influential 
through sympathisers in high government posts, appear 
intent on provoking the United states into intervention. 

They wot id attempt then to create violent incidents that 
could be used in Koscow’s propaganda . 

C. Reac tion oi co un ter-revolutionary elements : Some 

anti-Castro forces mlgEITweXl 1 atfempIT, by 'acts of violence 

against US Interests, to provoke the extension of any US 
intervention and to change its very nature and direction. 

They would attempt to use the intervention to bring about 
the down tali of the Castro regime. The longer any evacuation 
operation was prolonged, the more likely that attempts would 
be made by the opposition to get the US more deeply Involved. 
Such provocative sets would include sabotage of US privately- 
or publicly-owned installations and attacks on US nationals.
